Meditative Poetry.—A notice of “Under the 
Willows” in the last London Saturday Review 
opens thus: 

Perhaps sweet meditative verse is not the kind 
in which contemporary poetry is least strong or 
least abundant. The movement which Words¬ 
worth began, and of which he remains the chief 
master, still runs on, and, with perhaps a couple Of j 
exceptions, of which Mr. Browning is the most re¬ 
markable, affects every poet of onr time, from the 
mellifluous Laureate down to his weakest imitator. 
Mr. Lowell brings to bis old form and mood a 
vigor and freshness that make it as good as some¬ 
thing newer. This freshness of impression may 
be due partly to the changed moral climate of a 
poet who carries the poetic forms of Old to New 
England, and partly to the peculiar and homely 
directness which marks Mr. Lofrell .in his serious 
as in his well-known humorous productions. At 
all events there is nothing imitative about his 
poems. Theyjpre stamped with the mark of his 
own personality, and this may well compensate for 
the comparative want of lyric swell and pulse. If 
do not find the same spacious atmosphere which 
gives such nobility to Wordsworth, there is a con¬ 
sciousness of being very close to the human life in 
its concrete expressions which is both attractive 
and elevating to all but the highest degree. 

The reason why so much of the meditative verse 
of our time is so weak is that it is vaguely and 
generally meditative ; it is cloudy, loose, and un¬ 
attached to positive circumstance. Just as in prose, 
in divinity, morals, and philosophy, so in verse ; to 
be abstract and universal is, except with the giant 
who once in a couple of generations raises his 
head above the crowd, to be vapid, diluted, insig¬ 
nificant, and insincere.

His own shy, solitary nature was so 
averse to any attempt to assimilate it to the 
temper of ordinary society, that it might truly be 
said that destiny itself had failed in the attempt to.

tasks, as engaging itself, in this flaccid, and yet in 
some senses far more closely knit, nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, in the ignoble task of bringing an irresistible 
pressure to bear in order to get men to go out to 
dinner! 

On the whole, these two volumes,, though not all 
interesting, form, perhaps, the more on that ac¬ 
count one of the pleasantest books for lazy moods 
we have seen for some time, at least, for any one 
who cares to study so unique a character as Haw¬ 
thorne’s. There is in- every page enough to excite 
a certain gentle expectation, in most pages some 
remark of real interest, in many pages ve 
acute, and curiously microscopic observ.

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“A TIME TO LAUGH.'

It is hard to believe that a good laugher is either 
cruel or deceitful. A smile, a sniff, a short, and as 
it were monosyllabic and staccato laugh, may all 
consist with guile. But deep, melodious, rolling 
laughter, that rises and falls like a wave, can that 
belong to artful nature ? 

Possibly it may. We have never known but a 
single instance in which a good, sweet and whole¬ 
some laugher was insincere ; and in this case it 
was, we suspect, more a habit contracted in society 
than a reql taint of disposition. 

There may be silly laughter and much of it, but 
■ there is full as much silly sobriety. A boy that 
laughs at nothing shows'll kind of exuberancy or] 
nature. But a man w ho will not laugh upbn just 
cause manifests a lean and barren nature. It is 
wliat musicians call ciphering— as wflien one touches 
a key on the orgau and the pipe does not sound. 

Mirth and merriment have a bad name among 
sober folks, hut so do sober people among the 
merry. Each pities the other. One because his 
opposite does, and the other because he does not, 
laugh. We take sides with—well, for the time 
being, we take sides with the Fraternity of the

If there be sin, it must inhere in the manner of 
doing it, and not in the quality of mirth. That it 
is the inspiration of the mind and not a mere mus¬ 
cular and animal chuckle, is shown by the fact, 
that animals below man do not laugh. They are 
not highly enough endowed. They have no soul, 
no moral sentiment, little complexity of mind, out 
of which arise those curious junctures, or crossings 
of ideas, Which awaken laughter. 

An animal is not immortal, (we are told), and 
cannot laugh. A man is immortal, and can laugh. 
As long as the flesh predominates laughing is im¬ 
possible ; add a soul, and the creature begins to 
laugh ! It is a superior attribute. It comes along 
with Conscience, Hope and Faith, and if it will only 
keep in their company, laughing will always prove 
a means of grace. 

We are displeased with the low and unworthy 
functions sometimes apologetically assigned to it. 
It is good for digestion, it is said ; it is a moderate 
exercise,—as if, like a sneeze, it was a purely 
physical phenomenon. But a laugh is bom of a 
thought; a sneeze of only a tickle. Sneezing is an 
affection of the nose and parts adjacent. But 
laughter is the child of the soul. It springs from 
the immortal part, and the whole body is but an 
organ of expression. Every true langber knows 
that, when he has laughed till he coughs, till tears 
run down his cheeks, till his sides ache with shak¬ 
ing, till he is deaf—in short, till the body has 
exhausted all its means of expressing delight, that- 
the idea, which caused all this tumult, has not 
exhausted itself, nor has it been satisfied with the 
inarticulate expression of laughter. It is the soul 
that laughs first and most, and the body but rever¬ 
berates the echoes. Laughing is good for diges¬ 
tion. But this is the least and lowest of its good 
offices. 

It is a soul-cleanser. It cannot endure shams. 
It loves good-humored ways among the thoughts; 
and when conceits have slowly turned to deceits, j 
and partial and unfair notions are choking up the 
soul, and unworthy feelings are depositing soot 1 
along the soul’s passages, a genuine laugh is like a 
fire in a-foul chimney. Certain sorts of shocks, 
explosions, conflagrations seem to be needed, from 
time to time, in the mind. The faculties grow 
numb and become stiff. The soul, like a well, 
collects mephitic gas, and needs burning straw to 
he thrown down till it is driven out In boyhood, 
a sound whipping has a wonderfully stirring effect 
We never enjoyed it; but after it was all over, we 
took hold of life with uew zest It was a transient 
cutieular regeneration ; a rousing peace of news, 
the ecstney of a great joy, or the shock of an ex¬ 
cessive sorrow, giving to the mind a lift upward ; 
and if one has the stamina of good health, these 
rude revolutions and shakings prove to be admira¬ 
ble alteratives. But they are not good for daily 
use. The mind needs to be roused and shaken 
every day, without too severe a blow. Laughter 

does it. It topples down a man’s sham dignitv. It 

makes his foolish pride give way—at least for the 
moment. It sweeps away all pretences and make- 
believes, and pitiful social distinctions, in an 
unexpected uproar of laughter at genuine wit, or 
humor, every man in the room is on a level, and a 
flush of good fellowship goes round. Even ob¬ 
stinacy, that old curmudgeon of the soul, yields a 
little.

ENGLISH ESTIMATE OF 
HA W THORNE. 


The note-books give plenty of pleasant illustra¬ 
tion of Hawthorne’s peculiar, quiet, and playful 
humor—that humor which springs fro A close, slow 
scrutiny of the minute points of life, and which is 
quite as much true criticism as humor. Take, for 
example, this observation on one of his children 
“ One of the children drawing a cow on the black¬ 
board says, ‘I’ll kick this leg out a little more,’ 
very happy energy of expression, completely 
identifying herself with the cow ; or perhaps as 
the cow’s creator, conscious of full power over its 
movements.” Or take the remark, “There is 
kind of ludicrous unfitness in the idea of a venera- 
’ble rose-bush. . . . apple trees, on the other 

hand, grow old without reproach.” Or, again, 
take the following, apparently written at a time 
when his wife was away, and he had no servant to 
look after his house : “The washing of dishes 
does seem to me the most absurd and unsatisfactory 
busiuess that I ever undertook. If, when once 
washed, they would remain clean for ever and ever 
(which they ought in all reason to do, considering 
how much trouble it is) there would be less occasion 
to grumble, but no sooner is it done than it re¬ 
quires to be done again. On the whole, I have 
come to the- resolution not to use more than one 
dish at each meal.” Or this, on a piece of boiled 
beef which he had boiled himself at great pains 
and trouble : “I am at this moment superintend¬ 
ing the corned beef which has been on the fire, as 
it seems to me, ever sinee the beginning of time, 
and shows no symptom of being done before the 
crack of doom. . The corned beef is 

exquisitely done, and as tender as a young lady’s 

heart, all owing to my skilful cookery. 

To say the truth, I look upon it as such a master¬ 
piece in its way that it seemsirreverential to eatit. 
Things on which so much thought and labor are 
bestowed should surely be immortal.” 

His humor arises, as it seems to us, in all these 
cases from the magnifying glass under which he 
views a somewhat minute phenomenon, till we s 
its characteristics exaggerated and caricatured 
relation ,to the proportions of ordinary life, and 
partly also from the humorous but determined 
sistance which his mind offers to every attempt to 
subdue it to uncongenial habits. Thus he say;, 
elsewhere : “I went to George Hillard’s office, and 
he spoke with immitigable resolution of the neces¬ 
sity of my going to dine with Longfellow before re¬ 
turning to Concord; but I have an almost miracu¬ 
lous power of escaping from necessities of this kind.

as tide or time; moving on regardless Of affection, 
affliction, misfortune, death—when we com 
these things and more that we might mention, all 
will understand that the general accuracy of the 
press and its general character for literary excel¬ 
lence are something remarkable. That, under 
tliese-circumstanees, the daily pressof the Country 
makes a few. blunders ; mixes up dates or 
[ badly ; kills a dead man now and Jhen, or buries 
a live one ; misrepresents an opponent, or loo 
warmly eulogizes a friend ; or cuts other fantastic 
tricks, is .not surprising. If it did not, the gods 
and not men would be the conductors of the press. 
That it performs its general duties of chronic¬ 
ling the goings on of liie whole world, in events 
and in ideas, and makes valuable additions besides 
to the best of general literature, is matter about 
which those growlers at the press and those pre¬ 
tenders in it, who could not write an advertise¬ 
ment for a lost, puppy so that it could be parsed, 
had better stop to think about.— Chicago Evening 


Umbrellas.— Among articles of every day use, 
fewer improvements, perhaps, have been made in 
the construction of umbrellas than anything else, 
variations in material and pattern being unaccom¬ 
panied by essential improvement in principle. The 
latter result seems, however, to have been accom¬ 
plished lately in England by what is called the 
Panteles Umbrella, the main features of which 
consist in the adoption of ball and socket joints at 
each end of the stretchers, instead of the custom¬ 
ary forks, and the use of a spring and wedge lock 
for holding the umbrella open or shut, instead of 
the customary long wire spring which weakens’the 
handle so much. The advantages claimed are 
greater durability, facility in taking out 
stretcher for repair, impossibility of having the 
umbrella turned inside out, etc. The construction 
of the whole is very simple, although difficult to 
explain without a figure, and the cost of manufac¬ 
ture very little more than that of the old-fashioned 
kind. 


Deborah Sampson.— In the June number of Lip- 
pincott’s Magazine there is a very interesting ac¬ 
count of Deborah Sampson, a girl who served as a 
soldier during the American Revolution, and pre¬ 
served her disguise through many adventures, 
hardships, and wounds, for about two years and a 
half. She left the army with high testimonials 
from her officers, and received a pension from 
Government. Her parents were in reduced circum¬ 
stances, and before assuming male atttire she had 
been apprenticed to a farmer in Plymouth County, 
Massachusetts; but her femfly had been*one of 
consideration, Gov. 'William Bradford being her 
direct ancestor. She married in 1784, being then 
in her 24th year, and became an exemplary wife 
and mother. She died at Sharon in 1827. 


Recently Discovered Goethe Relics.— These 
relies were originally bequeathed by Goethe to his 
valet, Krause, and include a cup, with portrait on 
it of Carl August, in hunting costume, and proba¬ 
bly presented by him ; a snuff box, with a vignette 
of Goethe, stamped in platina; Goethe’s specta¬ 
cles, in silver; a pen, and a golden pencil-case; 

amber cigar month-piece, in which a bee is 
petrified; a silver.pipe-cleaner; a hand-fetter; an 
iron candle stick ; a lock of hair cut off by Krause 
himself; a short birthday poem, never printed, in 
”--file’s hand-writing; and some hooks, kept by 
servants, relating to household expenses.
